The World Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — “ I arn 
ready to meet my M aker.” Win­ 
ston Churchill said. “Whether 
my M aker is prepared for the 
ordeal of meeting me is another 
m atter.” 
That was on his 75th birthday, 
15 years ago. It was a clear 
warning he intended to carry 
into eternity the same unflinch­ 
ing attitude he had on earth to­ 
ward man and beast. 
Unflinching was one of his 
favorite words. 
It meant a lot to him all his 
life, and as it turned out, to the 
Western world and all mankind. 
For Churchill, a political failure 
at 65, by 70 had become one of 
the greatest figures in history. 
How much he had come to 
mean 
was 
expressed 
as 
he 
neared his 90th birthday by C. 
P. Snow, 
the British scientist 
and novelist: 
“ We all hope he never dies. I 
think we have a superstitious 
feeling that, if he ever does go, 
something goes with him that 
Britain will not see again.” 
He was saucy all his life, from 
his youngest to his oldest days, 
always ready with advice and 
criticism, telling his contem­ 
poraries how to run their busi­ 
ness, whether he was in the 
arm y or the government. 
He knew how unpopular it 
made 
him, 
but 
this 
never 
stopped him. 
Nobody ever summed up bet­ 
ter the lifetime attitude of most 
people toward him — until he 
took 
command 
of 
the 
war 
against Hitler in 1940 — than 
Churchill himself, writing on his 
life in the Britsh army when he 
was 23. 
He said the arm y brass in In­ 
dia, in Egypt and in Britain be­ 
gan to take this attitude: “ Who 
the devil is this fellow?”
